17.Outdoor antenna grounding — lf an outside an 
tenna is connected to the receiver, be sure the an- 
tenna system is grounded so as to provide some 
protection against voltage surges and built up static 
charges. Section 810 of the National Electrical Code, 
ANSI/NFPA 70, provides information with respect to 
proper grounding of the mast and supporting 
structure, grounding of the lead-in wire to an antenna 
discharge unit, size of grounding conductors, location 
of antenna-discharge unit, connection to grounding 
electrodes, and requirements for the grounding 
electrode. See Figure.

18.Power lines -— An outdoor antenna should be lo- 
cated away from power lines. 


19.AC outlets — Do not connect other audio equipment 
with a power consumption larger than that specified 
to the AC outlet on the rear panel. Never connect 
other electrical units, such as an iron or toaster, to it 
to prevent fire or electric shock.

5. lf the left and right speakers are connected inversely or if the speaker cords are connected with reversed polarity, the sound becomes 
unnatural with ambiguous acoustic image positioning. Be sure to connect the speakers and speaker cords correctly.

The FM DE-EMPHASIS/ CHANNEL SPACE switch on the rear 
panel is set to the correct setting that prevails in the area to 
which the unit is shipped. However, if the FM DE-EMPHASIS/ 
CHANNEL SPACE setting is not matched to the area where the 
unit is to be used; for instance, when you move from area 1 to 
area 2 or vice versa, desired reception of AM/ FM broadcasts is 
not expected. In this case, change the FM DE-EMPHASIS/ 
CHANNEL SPACE setting in accordance with the area corre- 
sponding to the table. The FM DE-EMPHASIS is switched over 
at the same time.
